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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Some Current Topics. 


By Mentor. 


| HE late Mr. 8. H. Emanuel, K.C., was, I am told, a very good 
lawyer, aecurate and painstaking. But he must have been an 


even better man. “He, I am bound to admit, tempered justice 

with mercy and administered the law at least humanly,” was 
said of him, I happen to know, by one who was once brought as prisoner 
before him, and who, I also happen to know, did not share the racial origin, 
or the religious belief, of the Recorder of Winchester. That strikes me 
ax a great tribute, and I cannot help wondering to what extent the qualities 
in him. which the man whom he had condemned had: thus noted. were 
responsible for the remarkable wording of Mr. Emanuel’s Will, some par- 
ticulars of which appeared in the last issue of Tne Jewisn Crrontcie. 


The embargo which he placed upon those beneficiaries of his Will who - 


might marry outside the Jewish fold, is a practice which, I observe, has 
been frequently resorted to of late by those disposing of their earthly 

I do not think it is a commendable one. I think that where 
it has any effeet at all, its tendency is to force the formal adhesion to a 
form of religious belief upon those who would otherwise not embrace it. 
and that must lead to deceit and double-dealing and pretence, all of them 
religious to the last degree. Men or women who remain nominally 
Jewish so as not to lose a patrimony can be of no sort of use and no 
hind of ornament to the Jewish people. Their lives must be a living lie. 
That is surely the very antithesis of the religions truth which we Jews 
believe’ Judaism is designed to exemplify. 


possess 


These points have -been discussed many times, and there are several 
ether reasons which have also been advanced, all of which go to show that 
wo good and much harm—great moral harm at least—must reeult from the 
practice to which I allude. But there is one objection to it 
which I have never seen stated, and which, in my view, is an ovér- 
whelming one. Poor men, whose material belongings amount to little 
more than wil, have also that Jewish feeling that recoils from the idea of 
their children contracting mixed marriages. They, too, desire to do their 
part in keeping the race pure and free from the influence of outside 
blood. And as they contemplate their passage to Eternity, they, too, 
_ would wish to make it sure that their sons and their danghters would take 
t) themselves husbands and wives of our own people.. There are other 
than reasons of racial pride. They know that it is a rare thing that 
mixed marriages, marriages of those who are not only divided in religious 
bchef but are twain in point of racial origin, are marriages of happiness 
or marriages Of love: It is seldom that they do not result in a house 
divided against itself, in which the demon of misery and contention rules 
rupreme. But then these poor people are under a disability, as compared 
with their rich brethren. They have nothing to leave their offspring 
sufficient to restrain or intimidate them from marrying outside Judaism. 
And I think that if I were a rich man, and it oceturred to me to insert in 
my Will a restriction upon the marriage of my children, I should refrain. 


as | came to realise that I was taking an advantage, a mean advantage. of 


many, many poor Jéws in utilismg my materially favoured position in a 
way impossible to them. 
° © 

The other point in the late Mr.. Emanuel’s Will, which I have heard 
very freely diseussed during the last few days, stands to my mind in an 
altovether different category. He wrote of “the Almighty and His most 
wonderful and peculiar people,” and I have heard the objection raised that 
this expression was a piece of unrestrained Jewish Chauviniam and was 
hkely to cause resentment among non-Jews. I take a different view. I 
regard those words as the sportaneous outburst of a true Jewish soul, of 
ene who loved his people and was convinced that a Divine Power guides 
them, even in these days. It may be an altogether irrational belief ; it 
nay be exuberant and fulsome. But when we think of the thousands and 
thousands of Jews who tréat lightly, if not scornfully, the patrimony of 
their origin, in. whom Jewish* consciousness is below zero, who even 
harbour a definite distike of their’ fellow-Jews and regard it as a misfortune 
of their lives to have beén borh Jews, surely we will not cavil because one 
among us was inibtied with far finer sentiments, even in a gorged and 
turgid form. As to non-Jews, it surely is not in the mouths of those 
who shout “ Britannia rule the waves!” or who join in Elgar's magnificent 
apotheosis of their fellow-nationals, to complain of a Jew leaving after 
life a lauding word of striking force concerning, the Jewish people. 


A War Lesson. 


The Peace Society could surely do hothing more effectual than to 
issue in cheap pamphlet form’ sore long extracts from Viscount Grey's 
hook, ” Twenty-Five Years,” which has just been published. It is a 
striking lesson of the manner’ in which war and the sentiment of war 
Paralyse nations and: render their pedples so prone as to be unable to 
exercise even in the slightest their will power. To those who suffered by 
the war, to those whose near and dear oncs were mown down ‘ere they liad 
‘yet reached the opening of their days, Grey's book is poigtiant 
and For’ it the “story of suspicidr and 
@eed and personal ambition, and the desire of the Statesmen of all nations 


80 to live as to create in the Statesmen of other nations every base semti- 
ment of hostility. It is the record of an international ‘ beggarcmy- 
neighbour ’’ with haman lives and human destiny at stake, and of Rulers 
toying with human beings as if they were wooden ninepins—with one 
object —their own self ~agerandisement and their own prestige. 


Viscount Grey, with an ingennousness and a candour so characteristic 
of him, tells the story of President Wilson's suggested intervention for the 
purpose of bringing the carnage and the slaughter to an end in 1916. Whe 
to-day will say that the world would not have been infinitely happier, and 
Society infinitely more secure, if the War had ended some two years before 
it did? Who will say that the continuation of the War yielded the least 
subsequent advantage to any of the bellicerents? If we think of what 
the following years of strife meant, how they brought to civilisation the 
very gravest menace with which it has ever been confronted, and which 
atill is a danger—the gravest danger—which the social fabric of the wortd 
has to face (we can leave aside the rninons burden of taxation which these 
two years involved and the lives—the holocaust of human sacrifice—whidh 
the continuation of the War doomed). then it natural for ua to 
ask ourselves why, in the name of reason. why in the name of common sense. 
did the proposals of the great President come to naught. We have the 
answer, grim and sinister, in Viscount Grey's book. It is an anwer whieh will 
impress every man and woman who reads it with the wcbof damnation mte 
which nations become coiled when they turn their hearts and their minds 


to War. 


For Viscount Grey tells us how all who were engaged in the War, the 
Allies no less than the enemy Powers, were filled with distrust one of 
another to snch an extent, that Viscount Grey was afraid even to let 
England's allies know what President Wilson had proposed, for fear lest 
they should rebuke this country for harbouring a disposition to leave them 
in the lurch, and that they would turn and rend us. And the enemy. 
Broken as Germany knew herself to be, her Statesmen fearful of their 
very lives lest, in even listening to President Wilson's suggestions, there 
should dawn upon their people the truth that they had lost the War, put 
up an ignorant and stupid bluff which for the moment saved their faces, 
bat which kept the War going for two more years and sealed the infimtely 
deeper ruin of their country, as of all Europe. So the fire once lighted 
(and as Viscount Grey's book shows, the torch was set to the funeral pyre 
of so much of the hope of mankind long before that fatal day m 19M 
when war was declared) had to bern itself out until, from sheer 
exhaustion and the impossibility of any continuing of the War for 
many weeks more, the voice of reason to which, in absolute trepidatron, 
all had turned a deaf ear two years before, had to be heeded. Viscount 
Grey's book tells all this with a force born of simplicity, and stresses it by

The “ Liberal’’ Position. 


Mr. Claude Montefiore, I observe from last week's Jewisnt Woren, 
wrote to the “ Jewish Telegraphic Agency " in order to correct a certain 
statement in reference to the ~ Liberal” Jewish Congregation and its 
new synagogue which was inaugurated a few days ago. Mr. Montefiore 
explained that the building did not open free from debt, and also that 
the Congregation had decided not to accept as members those who 


engaged themselves in the moneylending business. I was particularly 
interested in these two statements, but especially in the latter, for I have 
received a large number of communications, the writers of which accuse 
ave of misrepresenting our “ Liberal” friends, because I said they had 
decided to ban as members those who carry on the trade to which Mr. 
Montefiore alluded. I was assured that the ban did not extend 
beyond barring these yeople from the holding. of official positions in 
the Congregation. But I was sure that at least Mr. Montefiore would 
never be party to so illogical a decision. How could anyone suggest that 
& man was all wrong as an official of a. body in which as a member he was 
all right ? I need not say that I totally disagree from the righteousness 
or the justice of the boycott, and certainly from the false ethical sentt- 
ment (particularly from the Jewish point of view) which induced the rule, 
T have given my reasons for that view, and there is no need for me to 
repeat them here. I ventured to refer to the subject, only because Mr. 
Montefiore has now placed the position beyond all doubt.

MR. ZANGWILL ON “MY RELIGION,” 


From Mr. Louis Zangwill. 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn Curonicre, 


Sir, —I disagree—and have always disagreed—more or less profoundly 
with some of the points of view expressed by Israel Zangwill in his writings, 
and, in particular, am unable to immerse myself exclusively in the extreme 
and—to me—somewhat inhuman universalistic position occupied by him. ag 
emphasised in his recent article in the Daity Express. It is by a certain 
liealthy “ parochialism ” that we are attached to the immediate realities of 
life and history amid which we are called to play our part, and to soar away 
from these in our life-policy into a purely sublime universalism appears to 
me fully as inadequate as it is to be sunk in the narrowest “ parochialism,” 
Indeed, I would rather work with a good man wholly immersed jy, 
parochialism than with an equally good man who has wholly soared into 
universalism. One's faith and ideals must apply to the immediately present 
not less than to the remote and the abstract... Fortunately, my brother's 
practice diverges in this respect from his formal thinking. 

Nevertheless, I feel moved to express my astonishment at the tenour of 
the remarks of your contributor “ Mentor,” in his comment on my brother's 
article. In the firat place, “Mentor” has obviously misread and misister- 
preted to your readers a profession of faith, clearly written, not to belittle. 
but to glorify those unique Jewish conceptions by which the writer has 
inspired his existence, though he has chosen to identify himself more 
especially with their application to humanity at large. “Mentor” has 
failed to see that it is only in this special application that the value and 
appeal of Judaism to the world at large can be brought home té a great 
Gentile public, and that the writer's position is only sketchily adumbrated, 


' with parts necessarily out of perspective ; anything more within the brief 


limits were a physical impossibility. The reader of the article, in fact, is 
distinctly referred for full information—to those of the writer's previous 
publications in which his ‘spiritual views are clearly and elaborately 
developed, e.g, “ The Voice of Jerusalem,” “ Italian Fantasies,” etc. No 
reader, following up these clear references in the article itself, could possibly 
share * Mentor's " misunderstandings, or misjudge Israel Zangwill's intensity 
as a Jew. 

But what moves me most to surprise—even distress—are the 
extraordinary and violent charges of mercenary dealing with religious 
subject-matter which “Mentor” indulges in against the writer he is 
criticising. “ Mentor” would persuade your readers that it is possible to 
grow “rich beyond the dreams of avarice,” by striking off with the pen “a 
few sparks" in the form of literary copy. But everyone knows that 
intellectual writing—whether on religious or other subjects— involves, not 
enrichment, but constant material sacrifice.

THE FATHER OF SHEFFIELD JEWRY. 


The death on Erev Yom Kippur of Mr. Israel Schweitzer, the venerable 
« Father of the Sheffield Community “ and the beloved head of a family which 
‘neludes a great proportion of local Jewry, cast a deep gloom ove) many 
hearts. Resident in the city for nearly sixty years, the deceased gentleman, 
who had attained the age of seventy-nine, was revered by Jew and Gentile 
alike for his lofty stahdard of integrity and his Jewish largeness of heart. 
In the densely-populated Attercliffe district, where he carried on his business, 
there was no citizen better known or more honoured than he. Whenever help 
was needed there, as it was almost daily, it was the “ good Jew of Attercliffe 
Road ” who was the first to be called upon and the first to render open-handed 
assistance. It wasa tribute to the 31% Sw he bore that, not only was the 
funeral, on Tuesday, attended by hundreds of members of the community, but, 
as the cortége passed through Attercliffe, there was not a honse o1 shop foria 
distance of nearly two miles without the blinds being drawn and the resi- 
dents congregated outside in respectful homage—many wiping away their 
silent tears. His whole life was one long Dwr wip. In the community 
he was recognised and rey ered as a Saw w"s a oman of <incere pit ty, deep 
religious enthusiasm, and unbounded charity. Though he had held 
communal ofice—in t.e Great Synagogue, the Schools, and the Board of 
Guardians—he preferred to help and give “ unofficially.’ He prayed three 
and four times each day, “O Lord, guard my tongue from evil,’ and his prayer 
was answered ; for never an unkind word passed his lips, never an unkind 
thought entered his mind. He was known as “the Jew with the closed lips 
and the ever-open purse.” His courage and his meek submission to the will 
of hes Heavenly Father sustained him during his long, last illness. He is 
mourned not only by his three sons and daughter, his brothers,grandchildren 
and relatives, but also by every member of the Jewish community and by- 
thousands of his non-Jewish fellow citizens. He’ will not be forgotten 


Mr. LEWIS GOLDBERG (Southport). 

The death oceurred at Southport last Friday of Mr. Lewis Geldberg 
whe im past years has been a well known communal worker, although 
recently he had been obliged to retire from such activities. The deceased 
reudered much good service, particularly in Hanley, where he acted: for 
<ome seven years as President of the Congregation. At a meeting of the 
Council of the Southport Congregation held on Sunday morning, a vote of 
condolence to the widow and family was'carried on the motion of Mr. 
lfenry Doniger, the Senior Warden. 


Mr. EMANUEL HOLLANDER. 

By the tragic death of Mr. Emanuel Hollander, who for twenty-three 
years was hall attendant, the Jewish Board of Guardians has lost a very 
iflicient and sympathetic official. He will be greatly missed by the poor, to 
whom he was always kind, by the members of the Board and its honorary 
workers to whom he was courteous and unobtrusive, and by the staff, who 
held in high esteem.

PHILOSOPHY IN THE TALMUD. 


From Rabbi Dr. Isaac Herzog, M.A., D.Litt. 
To the Editor of Tur Jewren CHronicie. 


Sir,—Here is my reply to Mr. Susskind’s strictures in your issue of the 
11th inst.: (1) “ Philipus,” in Midrash Tehillim. % should be read with ths 
Yalkut Cibo Sp. a “ philosopher,” and I did refer to that passage in my 
article, If Mr. Susskind insists upon the reading “ Philipus ” he still proves 
nothing. for what evidence is there to show that this individual was a 
philosopher ? There are many more Gentiles mentioned by name in. the 
mand Midrashim. (2) Mr. Susskind refers to Pericles the philosopher,’ * 
as named in the Mishnah, Ab. 2,44. His transcription, in the first place, is 
wrong, for cpmp corresponds to “ Proclus,” and not to “ Pericles.” This 
Proclus, by the way, cannot be identical with the famous neo-platonic 
philosopher of that name, for the latter was born centuries after R. Gamalie} 
of the Mishnah. Secondly, the interpretation of Seca 73 as meaning 
“the philosopher,” hazarded by R. Israel Lipschiitz Sy as a possible. con- 
struction, 1s extremely doubtful. The Yerushalmi has a totally variant 
reading ys, “the son of Plosalus.” And, as a matter of fact, 
although not at all sure abeut the connection of this Proclus with 
philosophy, 1 yet made casual reference to him in a foot note anent my 
observation in the body of the article that philosophers are eometimes 
quoted aS propounding questions relating to hala hah ol religious practice. 
(5) The passage inthe ¥< rushalmi, pointed out by Mr. Susskind, when a 
“sophist ” is cited as making a certain remark, is irrelevant. I still consider 
it improbable that the sophists should be singled out in connection with 
arithmetical skill, or that B in BYOH OP should be the abbreviation of 

sere Sp, and stand for the sophist’ Mr. Susskind names, or, indeed, for 
any particular individual of that school. (4) Mr. Susskind quotes me as 
expressing amazement “how, Homer could be included in the term 

I am really amazed at this! I distinctly stated 
that the works of Homer are probably included in the very general term 
nosn.. * As for no such word occurs, so far as 1 can 
remember, in the two Zalmud:m and in the authentic. Midrashim. But to 
say that the Homeric books are comprised in the phrase “Greek Wisdom,” 
or rather, “ Greek Culture,” is one thing, and to class Homer among “ the 
founders of the Greek schools of: philosophy” is quite another. What I 
stated was that with the exception of Abnimus, none of the founders of the 
(reek schools of philosophy, nor, indeed, anyone figuring in the history of 
Greek philosophy, is ever mentioned by name in the two Yalmmelim and in 
the authentic Midrashim. 1 fraukly leave it to the judgment. ef those of 
your readers who. studied philosophy to decide whether Homer could be 
included in either of these categories,

“Ur of the Chaldees.” 


A LINK WITH ABRAHAM. 


Mr. C. Leonard Woolley, Director of the Joint Archmwological Expedition 
of the British Museum and the University of Philadelphia to Mesopotamia, 
gave an account of the excavations on the site of Ur of the Chaldees, the 
home of Abraham, at the Kingsway Hall yesterday week 


urc Was 


‘copiously illustrated with lantern slides. 


Mr. Woo.tey described the discovery -of the remains of the oldest 
temple yet unearthed, built between 5,000 and 3.3500 n.c.r. This was found 
about four miles from Ur.. The main feature of the city was the “ Ziggarat,” 
the great tower upon which stood the temple of the city dedicated to the 
moon-god. It was built about three centuries before the time of Abraham, 
who was probably familiar with it when he lived at Ur. The Sumerians 
were accustomed to put their shrines on the top of hills. When they came 
to the low-lying country of Mesopotamia they built artifical hills of brick, 
which they called “ mountains of God.” The staircases leading up to the 
temple at Ur were still preserved, and the lecturer suggested that the 
tradition of the priests ascending and descending these stairways was the 
basis of Jacob's vision of the ladder leading up to heaven. Mr. Woolley 
described other temples and interesting clay records of the social and 
industrial life of Abraham's day. The excavations had revealed relics of a 


convent of which Belshazzar’s sister was the head, and where she kept a- 


echool and museum. 

Mr. Woolley is shortly proceeding again to Mesopotamia to resume the 
work of excavation. The British Museum is appealing for funds in aid of 
the work,

Music as it was Wrilten. 


Mr. Herman Klein's last volume “ Musictans 
has been extensively reviewed, and well deserves notice for its stories of 
the world of masic and acting from 1833. To us its wor-h is chiefly 
biographical, in its reminiscences of a valiant member of the early 
Maccal 2 ins’ C!ub, who as critic, teacher, and good fellow, heard and knew 
operas, plays, singers, actors, virtuosi, ani their most distinguished patrons, 
for fifty memorable years of a very energetic life. Son of a teacher of 
modern languages by a successful dancing mistre:s, he w.s bora at Norwich 
in 1856, springing on the mother’s side from the fam.ly of Soman, Jewa of 
reach origin, leading newspaper writers of the Erstern Counties, through 
whom he is connected with the best-known Hebrew families of Bast Anglia 
as for example the Ha'dinsteins and the Samuels. He saw Mr. Windham 
driving the Cromer coach, heard Jenny Lind in St. Andrew's Hall, aad was 
present at the j yous entry of Princess Alexandra and the then Prince of 
Wales into the Norfolx capital on their way to their new home at Sandringham; 
when his father as a volunteer was among those who presented arms as the 
future Edward VIL and his Queen drove by: The Klein family came to live in 
London in the Camden Road, and Herman fell in love with that beautiful 
Jewish actress, Teresa Furtado. She cintled his boyish ardour by marrying 
John Clarke, the lame comedian, who with Rogers made the fortune of the 
Strand Theatre when it was condacted by the Swanboroughs. After the 
Gilbertian feat of passing the preliminary law examination, he became 
clerk to a wine merchant aud then to the fine old furniture house of 
Gillows, meanwhile hearing Charles Dickens read from “ Oliver Twist” 
with a masterly characterisation of Fagin. He was in a shipping 
office at Liverpool for two years, including the period in which hus 
old Norwich friend,.Sir Julius Benedict, conducted a musical. festival 
in 1874. Mr. Klein saw in th's Northern city the famous political 
burlesque, “ The Happy Land,” and makes one of the few mistakes in hus 
book (which is usually as correct as it is lively), in saying that in London 
the piece never got beyond its first might. In fact, the make up of the 
actors was changed in deference tothe Lord Chambertain, but audiences 
heard week after week at the Court Theatre the song in which W. E. Glad 
stone, Robert Lowe, and Acton Smee Ayrton (vs rongly styled by Mr. Klein 
James" Ayrton), were satirtsed for their advocacy of the uwpopular virtue 
of economy, so much required, so little practised, by public men. In 187} 
Mr. Klein returned to London, helped his mother to give dancing lessons, 
studied voice »roduction under Manuel Garcia, and wrote for hus uncle 
Pailip Soman, the London letter in. the Norwieu Arsus, In the period 
from 1873 to 1580, he was musical critic to the Examiner, which Mr. Elim 
d'Aviedor had acquired with the assistance of Sir Julian Goldsmid ; at 
length he joined the Sunpay Times andthe Gaildhall School of Music, and 
his later career in London and New York is already public property. 

One very interesting statement asto-another literary man is made by 
Mr. Klein. The world still remembers George Eliot's “ Daniel Deronda,” wad 
the gifted authoress’s long association with George Henry Lewes. Lewes 
was a philosopher and journalist of rare versatility and .attainmeut. 
Immediately after delivering a lecture at the Philosophical Institute in 
Edinburgh, he shocked its staid habitnés by appearing on the stage in the 
character of Shylock. 


Lewes has often. been. comjectured to have. been a 
Jew, but with little evidence beyond his strange and eastern appearance. 
The ordinary works of reference do not describe him or his grandfather. 
Charles Lee Lewes, a celebrated actor, as of Jewish descent. But at p. 160 
of this boek, Mr. Klein relates that Dr. Franz Hueffer, the musi¢al critic of 
the Times, told him that George Eliot, meeting Frau Cosima Wagner in 
London in 1877, said to her, “ Your. husband does not like a Jew. My 
husband is one!’ This surprising anecdote, Mr. Klein adds,was probally 
obtained from Frau Cosima. It will be remembered that Daniel Deronda. 
George Eliot's hero, was “a Jew by birth and. English gcntlemau by educa- 
tion,” and that it has been already written how-Mordecai in the novel was 
drawn from one Kohn or Cohen, a journeyman watch-maker whom Lewes 
had, at the age of nineteen, known’‘as a fellow-member of.a ‘club which met 
every week at a tavern in Red Lion Square.to diseuss Spinoza and -general 
metaphysics. ‘These latter facts are collected in the study of George Eliot 
by Mathilde Blind, who was herself born a Coheu. S.LE.L,

“ Hebrew: Melodies,” Nathan has interspersed anecdotes of Byron and 
observations upon the subject of the verse, which enliven the pages. Of 
the poem, “ She walks in beauty,” Nathan wrote that when arranging the first 
edition of the Hebrew Melodies, it was remarked that Byron generally 
requested to hear this melody sung, and not infrequently joined in jis 
execution. Nathan was of the opinion that the lines were inspired by 
Byrou's sister, “ whose countenance was as beautiful as her diposition was 
amiable.” Of the poem, “The harp the monarch minstrels wept.” Nathan 
states that when he received the lines of this melody they terminated 4 
‘ Its.souad aspired to heaven and there abode.” This did not complete the 
verse, asthe first verse had ten lines aud the second only five. Nathay 
apoke to Byron, who said: “ Why, I have sent you to heaven: it would be 
difficult to. go. farther.” Nathan's attention was then diverted for a fey 
moments 40. some other person, and then Byron, whom Nathan had hardly 
missed, exclaimed, * Here, Nathan, I have brought you down again,” and pre- 


sented him with the additional five lines. The poem, ** My Soul is Dark,” was 


composed by Byron in Nathan's presence, without a word being erased. Ip 
1829, Nathan published a small book entitled “Fugitive Pieces and 
Reminiscences of Lord Byron.” 

There is only one recorded instanee of Nathan's appearance on the 
stage, and even that was more or less enforced. When one of those periods 
of financial embarrassment fell upon Nathan, he was pressed by his creditors 
to take the stage and reluctantly consented. He appeared at Covent (arden 
as Henry Bertram in “Guy Mannering,” and in the unaccompanied duet 
elicited entuusiastic applause. In 1823 Nathan published a work called © An 
Kssay on the History and Theory of Music and on the Qualities, Capabilities 
and Management of the Human Voice.” A second edition. enlarged and

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


CCCX.—Rain. 


My Dear Covusty, 


On Shemini Etseret, after the Prayer for Rain, I have often heard the 
remark that it seems curious at this time of year to importune Heaven for 
what Heaven gives in full measure. More often than not the remark wag 
apposite, for on the very day on which these prayers were recited, the skies 
poured out torrents of water. This seems to be the rule rather than tho 
exception. Nor is it surprising that it should be so in northern climates at 
the end of September or the beginning of October, 

Nevertheless, for generations Jews on the eighth day of Succoih have 
supplicated for rain. If they referred to an old-fashioned Machzor for the 
Festival, modern worshippers would he surprised at the ¢laborat, rain 
prayers, poems, and mystical formule. Reformed services have lon» ago 
cut out these anachronisms, and even the orthodox, in London at any rate 
recite only one last remnant of the extensive Rain Service—the poem hich 
Mr. Israel Zangwill has so cleverly rendered, beginning : | 

temember one who followe | Thee as to he seu 
Flows water, 
referring, of course, to Abraham, on account of whose merits his descendants 
plead for water. Throughout the Festival there are symbolic actions yt 
unrelated to water. Has this special part of the service its appropriat 
still 

-A moment's reflection will show clearly that here we have 4 sturdy 
survival of nationalism bound up with the climate and the soil of Palestine 
It needs no élaborate imagination to picture to oneself that in Faster, 
countries the rain in its due season is the condition of existence. If tho 


‘ 


monsoon should fail in India—what a desperate picture! What prospect of 
suffering for millions of human beings, to say nothing of the beasts of fhe 
field! In this respect, Palestine ts no different. Without rain the earth 
becomes parched, great cracks are to be seen in the soil, all creatures take oy 
a mournful aspect. When these things occurred, what else could the Jey 
do but pray ? Indeed, he prayed before they occurred, crying Niywm 
Help the earth thirsting for rain ; and it would seem that the whole Rain 
symbolism connected with the Festival may be traced back to the hoariest 
of hoary antiquity. 

It happens not infrequently that folk-lote throws a good deal of light 
on many a religious practice; in this instance folk-lore and religion are 
inextricably intertwined. The Mishna,in an important. passage, declares 
‘The world is judged at four seasons—on Passover, for bread grain: on 
Pentecost, for fruit; on New Year, ‘all the inhabitants of the world are 
mustered before the Heavenly Father: and on Succoth, for water.” 

it is evident, therefore, as might have been expected, that water was 
looked Upon hy the ancient Hebrews as one of the vreat gifts of life.» ith 
out which, indeed, life would be useless. It is only necessary to recall! the 
blessings and the curses enumérated in the second paragraph of the Siena. 
The reward of obedience would be the first-rain and the latter rain in due 
season, while for disobedience there would be the dread punishment,” And 
I will shut up the heavens and there will-be no rain.” Recall similar that 
in the great Code of Curses (IAS) there is one that lingers in the mind 
because of its picturesqueriess—that the heavens would be like brass. Those 
who have experienced tropical heat will understand to the full the terror 
which this punishment was intended to convey. 

In later Jewish literature it was stated that while God might hand over 
the keys of His special treasuries to His ministers, there were three keys 
which He always retaimed in His own Hand—the key of life, the key of 
rain, and the key of resurrection. In real life the gain in Palestine was one 
of the great dominating factors. When it did not arrive punctually, the 
whole nation instituted a fast day; when it cam? in due season the Rabbis 
said that it not only watered the earth but also made it beautiful. So great 
was the anxiety about rain that rain prophets are met with here and there ; 
in Sepphoris, for instance, it 1s recorded that there were people who smelt 
the earth and then prophesied whether rain would come or not. There 
were numerous popular proverbs current in Palestine in regard to rain ; one 
of them is worth quoting: “Light clouds—little water; dark. clon ts--40 
abundance of water.” 

In view of all this, the Succoth ceremonial becomes realistically intellt- 
gible. Jews.take the Lulaband the Ethrog and shake them symbolically 
towards the four points of the compass ; on Hoshana Rabba they beat the 
willow of the brook till its leaves all fall away, a custom described in the 
Talmud as being of great antiquity ; while during the period of the second 
Temple there was the ceremonial of the Pouritig out of Water. In more 
recent times it became customary to stay up the whole night before //os/ana 
Rabba, and many a popular belief grew up in connection with this all-night 
vigil and with the Four Species. It was believed, for instance, that if you 
pul money in your pocket on Hoshana Rabba it would be sure to increase. 
Similarly, it was popularly held that if, after the festival, a woman with 
child bit off the point of the Ethrog, she wou!d give birth to a boy.

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Folklore throws a good deal of light on all this symbelism. including 
even the temporary residence in the Sueecah. The frail tent isa syinbol of 
cloud-bringing rain ; the shaking of the Lulab was some sort of rain magic ; 
while the procession with Lulab and Lthrog may be paral eled by similar 
for the same purpose among many other peoples. It has been 
suggested, and the suggestion whether it is acceptable or rot is interesting, 
that primitive peoples did by symbols what they desired of the Deity. 
They pourel out water when they wanted rain ; they beat off leaves from 
branches so that the Deity might send tain to beat down on the trees 
that their leaves should fall to the ground ; you moved into the Succah in 
order that God might enter into His Suevah—the clouds. Did not Ribbi 
Akiba say that the Succoth mentioned in the Bib'e in connection with the 
estival were clouds of glory 3337 MSI)?

When the earth revived out of its winter 
sleep, and the growth end the progress of sprng became mani- 
feat, poetic . fancy regarded the bursting forth of life as the 
yeaplt of a marriage between Heaven and Earth. The Heavens acted 
the part of the father, fructifying the Eirth, the mo'hor of all things. 
Sone such conception must have been current among Jews too, for we 
find that Rabbi Judah calls rain the husband (Sy3) of the earth. In many 
parts of the world there was a custom, in order to celebrate

the eoming of 
spring, to forma procession for bringing the male god into the house of 
Mother Earth. At first it would seem that an actual man acted the part 
of the vod and was led in procession, sometimes even Leing sacrificed so tha 
hie blood might fertilise the soil. In later times the form of a man, or at 


picture, ora tree took the place of an actual person. Ini this connection it 
is not without significance that one Widrachic interpretation of. the “ Four 
Species compares the palm to the backbone of.a man, the myrtle to. the 
human eve. the willow to the mouth, and the Ethroy to the heart. The tree 


became. the symbol of the renewing power of nature produced by rain, and 
to dance in joy around the tree was but a natural expression of 
vladness on the part of primutive mari. So the Maypole. or the May Tree, 
was instituted, and the Queen of the May, to symbolise the earth, and the 
May Lord who came to meet his bride, and the May Booth (reminiscent of 
the Svccas) in which the pair symbolically dwelt.

The Colours of the Jewish Regiment. 
From Mr. Edward F. Iwi. 


To the Editor of Tur Jewisn CrronicLe. 


in, ~ Your last issue contained a letter deploring the insult to the dead 


who gave their lives for King and Country in the Great War, by the high- 
handed action of the authorities of the Great Synagogue. - The Ecclesiastical 
Authorities, in conjunction with the synagogue authorities, thought fit to 
hold a special consécration service in the synagogue for the Colours of the 
‘sth; 39th and 40th Battalions of the Royal Fusiliers (the Judeans), a 
service without precedent in the annals of Anglo-Jewry ; and accepted them 
for safe keeping for all time. For reasons best known to themselves 
the Synagogue Authorities have now decided not to keep them within 
the actual precincts of the synagogue. It would be interesting to 
know what His Majesty the King, as Colonel-in-Chief of the Royal 
Fusiliers, thinks of the extraordinarily inconsistent action of those 
who hold a service for the Colours of his regiment inside the Synagogue, 
and then place them outside. If it is against the Din to have regimental 
Colours in a Shool, it must have been against the Din to have consecrated 
them therein. If it was proper for the Synagogue Authorities to have 
accepted them, then it is hyprocrisy for them now to decline to keep them 
in the building wherein they were accepted: What could be more inspiring 
than the Colours of the Judeans in the Great Synagogue ? The dignity of 
the building would be enhanced by their presence. Apparently, the Syna- 
segue Authorities think that the names and amounts of monies donated at 
various time which are inscribed on various parts of th fabric, reminding 
one of a bank-book, are more preferable in the eyes of the congregation 
than the Colours of the Judeans. In order to benefit the Synagogue 
Yrnameutally and morally, the former should be removed and the latter 
restored, both with as little delay as possible.

Salt, Cayenne. 
Brown breaderumbe. 
Milk, 2 tablespoontfuls,

AN EARLY BIBLE. 


In your issue of Tur Jewisn Curonicie of the 25th Sept., reference 
is made to an early Bible now in my possession. The Bible, which was 
actually printed by Gutenberg in- Mainz, was purchased from the Melk 
Monastery, about forty miles from Vienna, and the purchase price was not 
£10,000, as stated, but considerably more. In fact, it was nearer £15,000 
than the figure you mentioned. Twelve other copies are known, the 
majority of them being in national libraries in various parts of the world; 
and there is certainly no copy in St. Paul's Cathedral. Your informant may 
have mistaken that copy for one which exists at present in a monastery at 
St. Paul (Kiarnton), and for which the authorities there are asking the 
enormous figure of about £45,000. The price is, of course, extraordinarily 
high, but one day it may possibly fetch this figure. The copy in my 
possession is in extremely fine state, the condition inside being almost 
perfect, as it was at the Melk Monastery for sbout three hundred years.—

Early application necessary for future vacancies — 
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THE SHOFAR AND THE SABBATH. 


From the Rev. Nathaniel Jacobs, B.A. 
To the Editor of Tur Jrwisn Curoyicre. 


Sit,—I was both glad and sorry to read Dr. Salis Daiches’ strictures 
on the Reform practice of blowing the Shofar on Sabbath, in his article 
under the heading above, in your issue of September 18th ; glad, because I 
firmly believe that the free and frank discussion of such questions of ritual 
is the healthy prelude to the final abolition of the present policy of suppres- 
sion. which strangles and throttles the honest utterance of minority Views 
on Jewish religious practices. I was genuinely sorry, however, that the 
gifted Rabbi—for whom I have.a deep personal regard—in penning his Rosh 
Hashana article devoted four out of five paragraphs to anti-referm 
polemics; whereas, there is so much which every Jew and Jewess, “ Liberal,’ 
Reform, and Orthodox, has in common in the Rosh Hashana celebration, 
that Dr. Daiches might have chosen a loftier theme than an attack ona 
sincere and honest section of his Jewish brothers and sisters, if he wished to 
write on the Day of Memorial. As for the learned Rabbi's admonition to 

teformers to restore the second day of Rosh Hashana, 1 am afraid this 

eut of the question. We have, therefore, to deal with the merits or defeets 
of the Reform practice of blowing the Shoyar on Rosh Hashana, even if 
this one-day festival should fall on Sabbath. I would commend the 
following facts to Dr, Daiches’s consideration : 

1. Reform Judaism certainly dismisses the Talmudic Halachic Widrash 
based on the textual and verbal variations between APTN MST Naw 
and AYTIN OT as too much in the nature of quibbling to serve as a basis 
for an important ritualdlecision. I am quite amazed that Dr. Daiches calls 
this quaint piece of exegesis “the principal reason given in the Talmud” for 
the prohibition of Shofur- blowing on the Sabbath. 

”.. Reform Judaism agrees with the vast majority of great Rabbinical 

authorities that the leading principle in the prohibition was the fear: 
(the blower of the Shofar) would take it in his band and go to an expert 
(to practice), and thus carry it four cubits in public.” This carrying ts 
prohibited on Sabbath, and Dr. Daiches quite rightly cites the analogous 
prohibition for the same reason, which forbids the taking of the Lulab on 
the first day of Suecoth if it should fall on a Sabbath. With regard to the 
"pw. Reform Judaism believes this prohibition to be unreasonable to-day 
because are usually kept in the synagogue, the blower_has usually 
practised since Sn5y ‘M4, aud. there is no need to fear he might carry it 
on Sabbath. 
It is interesting to note that in Vernushal mi ruben. ib... Yic.. we lave 
it recorded that Rabbi Abbahu once visited Alexandria : and he--made tho 
congregation there “take the Lulab” on the Sabbath which was the first 
alay of Snecoth. May we- not assume that Abbahu. who did not let the 
“fear of carrying a burden on Sabbath’ prevent the Lula+ ceremony from 
being performed, would have similarly directed the Shofur to-be- blown 
ona Sabbath Rosh Hashana 

4. The commentaries to Shulchan Aruch, Grach Chayim, raise 
most interesting point: If we are going to forbid the blowing of the Shofar. 
lest we break a Rabbinic law, there is going to be a danger of extreme 
rigorism which might induce us to abandon the blowing of the Shofar, even 
when Rosh Hashana falls on a week day. For, exactly.as we omit the 
blowing of the Shofar on Sabbath. “lest oue carry a burden in a public 
thoroughfare,” so should we equally omit the blowing of the Shevsar. even 
ona week-day Rosh Hashana, since it might require to be repaired ; and 
repairing 18 prohibited on the festival. Of cours», the authorities (Ture 
Zahab aad Magen Abraham to Urach (‘hayim., O88:5), decide that this would 
prevent the Shoyar from being blown at all; hence this fear of desecrating 
Yom Tob is not to be encouraged. 

5. Surely, thia latter Rabbinic argument completely explains the 
Reform practice of blowing the Shorar on Sabbath: since, if we Reformers 
were tufluenced by the fear “lest he carry it (the Shofar) through the public

thoroughfare,” we, who keep one-day Kosh Hashana, would, for that 
never hear the Shofar at all. om 

6. Dr. Daiches makes one assertion which I must challenge on grounds 
of inaccuracy. Reform Judaism, as Dr. Dsiches states, follows the decisi 
of R. Yochanan ben Zakkai, who ordained that, after the destruction of the 
Temple, the Shofar might be blowa in Yabneb on the Sabbath, since Yabneh 
was the seat of the Sanhedrin, and the seat of the Torah was tantamount te 
the Holy of Holies. This decision was afterwards applied to ever, Jewish 
centre that possessed a Beth Din or a spiritual head (see wes Rosh 
Hashana, 1V). Dr. Daiches, however, calmly states: “ The Reformers never 
claimed that their synagogues or ‘temples’ were, or ever could jo 
Jewish centres.” 

Allow me, Sir, to cite, for Dr. Daiches's information, Dr. K

Presiding at a Couference of the Association of Jewish Fricndly 
on Tuesday im last week (a fall report of which appeared in yester 
day's Jewisn Worwp), Sir Stuart Samuel, said he was glad to be assured 
that the relations between the Deputies andthe Association had become 
closer, and that the views of the latter had been received with defercne>. Asa 
consequence, important steps had been taken in conuection with the 
Unemployment L[nsurance Dill and other matters. The grievance which 
the movement had long felt 1a regard to representation on commiut'!ces of 
the Deputies no longer existed, and it was to the advantage of those com 
mittees te contain men who have a close acquaintauce with the views of a 
large section of Jewry. 

A resolution was carried recommending all socicties affiliate to the 
Association to raise a general coutribution of 61. per annum, to be paid by 
ali members for the purpose of supporting Jewish institutions in Palestine, 
such as hospitals or institutions of a charitable or provident nature. The 
resolution was submitted at the instance of the Grand Order Sons of Jacob. 
which has registered a rule entitled the Grand Lodge Palestine Benevolent 
Fund.

Miss DORA HEIDEN. 


EPORTS reach us continually of the unhappy political and 
economic situation of the Jews of Hurfyary. Anti-Semitism, 
before the war only a rare phenomenon in the country, is now 
general, and one of its maniféstations, the mumerus clauaus, is 

officially sanctioned. The economic position of the local Jews has become 

yery deplorable, and the children are among the worst sufferers. Since 
the American relief organisations suspended their work in Hungary, 
the local community has been 
entirely dependent on its own 
limited resources for caring for 
hundreds of starving and sick 
children. Miss Dora Heiden, 

a young enthusiast, was recently 

delegated to solicit help from 

abroad. Miss Heiden, who attended 
the recent conference on child 
welfare at Geneva, has also visited 

France, Belgiam, and Holland. 

She is now in London, and to a 

representative of Tue Jrwiau 

CHRONICLE gave an account, if 

the course of an interview, of the 

fine work of which she is one of 
the leading spirits. 
“Hanna.” 
“Immediately afterthe war,” Miss 

Heiden said, “relief work among 

the Hungarian Jewa was undertaken by the Joint Distribution Com- 

mittee, and they also received help from the General American Relief 

Organisation. In 1922 these organisations. liquidated their affairs in 

Hungary, and we were left to carry on the work as best we cout. 

Our principal concern was with the children, hundreds of whom were 

either actually starving or had become so debilitated as to need 

special care. It is true that a large number of Hungarian children 
were receive 1 abroad for a few months, but very few Jewish children were 
included in the parties, and I need not go into the reasons. why they were 

ignored. We founded a society, to which we gave the name “ Hanna” (a 

devoted Biblical mother). This society supplies daily food, clothing twice 

a year, medical treatment, and sends about two hundred children to the 

country cvery summer. ,

of our brethren in Western Europe and America. My mission’ has been 
endorsed by every section.of the community, and I doubt whether any lady 
‘missioner’ has ever been so well ‘legitimated.’ I -should like to point out 
that Hungary has made practically no claim hitherto on the bounty of our 
brethren elsewhere. That was not because the need was not great, but 
because, perhaps, we had not learnt how to cry out. Iam learning,” said 
Miss Heiden, “how to cry. The Hungarian Jéws, economically stricken 
as they are, do their duty by their own and maintain a large number of 
institutions, and we are quite ready to equip and maintain the home for 
which we plead. All we ask is for the bare walls. We need about £2,000 
from abroad, and I hope to receive about £1,000 from the Jews of ‘this 
country. 1 particularly appeal to former Hungarian Jews now residing here. 
Economic Distress. 

“Perhaps I ought to explain how it is that the Hungarian Jews, once 
so comfortable, are now in such dire distress. The separation of Austria 
from Hungary and the closing of frontiers all around have deprived us of 
our markets. Several important parts of Hungary were lopped off, and 
Budapest has received refugees from these provinces as well as from the 
villages. Many of the richer Jews left Budapest, and thus the communal 
burdens fall on a less well-to-do circle. The professional classes are special 
sufferers. Many Jewish professors and teachers have lost their posts, and 
they are too proud to seek public charity. They prefer to starve at home. 
I shall be very grateful for any help that may be forthcoming. Professor 
Dr. Biichler has kindly consented to receive donations on behalf of the Fund.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially prepared for Tue Jewisa Caronicre. | 
_" This is the day, which the Lord hath made; we will be glad ant 


rejoice thereon.’ —Psalmsa crviti., 24. 

The solemn periods of the penitential season give place to the 
glad harvesting of the Festival of Tabernacles. It may seem a somo. 
what sudden transition from tho sombre prose befitting the heavily 
laden soul, to the gentler poetry of the thankfal heart. But Judaism 
is not content to dwell only on the more amnstero aspects 
of religion. It does not encourage’ the morbid thoughts that come from 
undtie introspection and prolonged self-mortification, It stresses, indeed. 
with all possible emphasis, the necessity for repentance and prayer, for the 


making of the soul's peace with its Maker. But it sets a period to the task. _ 


and then proceeds to bring other influences to. bear, influences that may be 
no less powerful agents to move men’s hearts. 

It is related of the Pilgrim Fathers that during the early days of their 
colonial experiences, whenever they experienced storms and floods, they 
proclaimed and kept days of humiliation, prayer, and fasting. This practice 
continued for a considerable time. Then once again it happened that, new 
difficulties besetting them, they made up their minds to have another day of 
humiliation. But one of the old colonists protested. He said they had 
been dull and downhearted sufficiently long. He suggested that instead of 
a day of fasting and humiliation and crying they should have a day of 
rejoicing. “See,” said he, our colony is getting stronger, our cornfields are 
enlarging. The air is healthy, the woods are full of game, the rivers are 
filled with fish, our dear ones are with us. We have obtained that for which 
we came here—liberty of conscience. Let us have a day of thanksgiving!” 

The old man's words commended themselves to his companions. They 
kept a day, of thanksgiving. Since then they have had a day of thanksgiving 
each year.. Similar thoughts seem to have moved Jewish minds, in the 
happy ending of the’ month of Tishri. Tears can be shed overlong, whether 
in sorrow or in penitence. © Often they blind the eyes-to the vision of God's 
goodness, and we are unable to recogmse the love that surrounds us because 
of the fear that has filled our hearts. . The pious Israelite; sowing his seeds 


of penitence with his heart's tears, comes to his harvest festival with songs 


of joy, and both of them are the true expression of his inmost yearnings 
Painfully he toils along: the road that leads to reconciliation... Bul 
having attained, his goal, his heart is filled with rapture at the 
revelation that meets him when once again he is at one with his Maker. 
It is no thought of his own righteousness that moves him thus. [Lt is hu 


new ability to appreciate the lovingkindness of his God that fills him with’ 


exceeding joy. So it is we pass from-the “days of awe” to the “ season of 
our joy.” It is a festival of ingathering, bringing to a close the days of 
summer, and offering us a song to carry with us in the wintry days to come. 

The Feast of Tabernacles abounds with symbols pregnant wih 
suggestive lessons. The tabernacle itsel f—possibly a survival of a temporary 
dwelling in the harveést-field, suitably decorated with its produce — is used 
by our teachers of religion.to symbolise the providence of God, on which Hia 
trustful children depend. Israel leaves his usual: dwelling-place. and trusts 
himself to a frail. hut, emphasising his need for the Divine protection. 
Scripture affirms that it was in such poor dwellings that Israel dwelt curing 
his sojourn in the wilderness. The Rabbis see here typified the clouds of 
glory that led them on their way. He who fulfils the Divine command sees 


equally the lowly tabernacle and the. clouds of glory. They are here com: 


mingled—the humility of the grateful soul and its aspirations Heayeuwards 
Nothing may be used in the construction of the Succah that speaks of 
permanence, of pride or arrogance. And nothing may cover it that hides 
from man his view of Heayen. The mystics see around the festive table im 
the tabernacle the spirits of the patriarchs, as guests bidden to 4 sacred 
meal and have combined therewith a generous hospitality to the poor und 
needy. 

It needs no mysticism to feel the historic bond that unites Israel with 
his past in the glad rejoicing in the Succah. Not in the wilderness alone has 
the protecting hand of Providence provided His people with a refuge [rom 
the storms of life. Throughout their history they have been led on their 
way by the glorious clouds of spiritual thought that have helped to elevate 
their lives. And so the glad tradition is maintained. The assembled 
children of the household share in all the charm and delight of religwon 
presented to them under such happy auspices. They will recall in time to 
come the inspiration given to their lives when beneath the leafy boughs they 
thanked their God, who had kept them alive, sustained them, and enabled 
them to reach this joyful season. 

The synagogue has attempted to spread the lessons of the Tabernacle 
by means of the congregational Succah. But its most joyful celebration, its 
most impressive message, is when it stands as an adjunct to the home. lt ‘8 
essentially a Jewish home ceremony, that cannot adequately fulfil its 
function elsewhere. The appropriate ceremony in the synagogue on Taber- 
nacles is the joyful singing of the Hallel to the accompaniment of the 
waying Lulab ; the harvest thanksgiving with the chosen specimens of the 
earth's bounty. With the singing of these wondrous psalms, we touch 
in turn each chord of the human heart until in unison they sing the glad 
refrain: “O give thanks to the Lord, for He is good, for His mercy 
eudureth for ever.” : 

Tradition offers us many explanations concerning the four specte*

least in one thing, ia joyous thankfulness to the Giver of all good. Phe 
palm tree: the hope and stay of the traveller in the East, affording food 
and shelter to the tired and weary soul, telling of cooling waters in arid 
lands, Typical of the righteous man.

Joint Distribution Committee’s Conferen-e.

ITS RELATION TO THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT, 


At the first session of the National Conference of the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee at Philadelphia, at which General Abel Davis presided, 
Mr. Felix M. Warburg, Chairman of the “Joint,” reported that sinco 


October, 1914, 58,000,000 dollars had been sent abroad for relief. For’ 


palliative relief some 45,700,000 dollars had been spent. ‘The expenditure 
included 4,326,000 dollars through the Reconstruction Department ; 1,585,000 
dollars Medical Department ; 5,067,000 dollars, Child Care Department, 
‘nelnding 130,000 dollars to the Palestine Orphans Committee; and 
1937.000 dollars through the Cultural Committee. In Palestine the 
“Joint” Had spent 7,200,000 dollars, not including cultural appropriations 
made direct by constituent committees. The figures showed, said Mr. 
Warburg, that their activities had been spread over forty-two countries, and 
that they had worked with members of almost every important organisation 
in existence, 

Dr. Joseph A. Rosen, in the course of his report, said that 4,00) Jewish 
families, or about 25,000 people, had been settled on the land in 
>in during last year, at a cost of 800,000 dollars, under the direc- 
tion of the Agro-Joint. “Our project,” he said, “has absolutely 
nothing to do with the ill-famed fable of an autonomous Jewish republic in 
Russia, It has no political aspects whatsoever, and is merely an effort to 
help along a spontaneous movement, a genuine new line of reconstructive 
rehabilitation originated by the Jewish masses in Russia of their own 
accord, as a dire necessity brought about by the pcst-war and _ post- 
revolationary economic conditions of the country. 

Che Jewish population of Soviet Russia under the preszat 1é:ime is 
faced with a triangle of alternatives —starvation, emigration, or adaptation,’ 
he alded. “More people died in Russia in the last few years than in the 
World War, the Civil War, and the Revolution combined. To speak of 
migration of the Jewish masses with the present closed door; of nearly 
all countries is nothing but a mockery. Of the 3,000,000 Jews in Russia, 
five per cent. are cngaged in agricultural pursuits, ten per cent. are 
professionals, including Government officials, fifteen per cent. are labourers 
andart sans, and seventy per cent. are former traders and Lu/t-menschen. 

Lie only possible way out of the situation for Russian Jews is adap- 
tation. Adaptation in this case is nothing else but colonisation. The 
Lu -menschen category is at present very numerous. It includes quite a 
number of intellectuals and artisans. This great number presents a most 
scrious problem of mass adaptation. The colonisation issue was forced upon 
usby the suffering Jewish masses in Russia. With the Jewish masses in 
Russia Ht isnot a-time for theoretical discussion which may afford some keen 
utellects an opportunity to sharpen their wits, but a matter of life and 
death in the fullest, horrible, and naked significance of those simple words. 

lt is quite true that memories of pogroms, banditry, and civil war still 
linger in the minds and hearts-of Russian Jewry. It is true that a great 
uumber of them would gladly emigrate if they hada real chance to do so, 
But it is equally true that the masses of our people in Russia are taking 
heart again and are gradually forgetting their fears; that Jewish farmers 
settled in more or less compact sections are, if anything, safer than Jews in 
the towns and cities; that the process of restoration is going on more 
randly in the colonies than in the towns; that our new settlers in the 
(kraine, and especially in the Crimea, have no fears whatever for their own 
safety ; and that the Jewish masses feel much safer from pogroms under the 
present Government than with any other Russian Government under which 
they had-to live in the past. . 

No matter what developments take place in other countries, the vast 
majouty of Russian Jewry must, volens rolens, remain in that country 


country, and they must be helped. 
* Mass colonisation, even to the extent of settling an additional 25,000 
to: 30,000 families, which ise perfectly feasible proposition, would go a tong 


way towards solving not only the economic, but some of the political, social, 
aud cultural aspects of the Jewish problem in Russia. Under present con- 
dition » this can certainly be accomplished within three years, provided 
000 to 9,000,000 dollars are made available for this work. With 
«dditional fands the programme could be extended, as the Government is 
aor to set aside sufficient land for the settlement of 100,000 Jewish 

Mr. Julius Rosenwald, the well-known Chicago philanthropist, who 
opened-the discussion following Dr. Rosen's report, said that subsidised 
unmigration, where masses of the people had to be transported, was 
absolutely impracticable. “Lam not opposed to Zionism,” said Mr. Rosen- 
wald. “I have been willing to help any-efforts made in Palestine, and 
have done so. I do not believe it is possible to establish a family in 
Palestine or Argentine or anywhere else where land must be bought and the 
people taken care of until they are self-supporting, for less than 5,000 dollars 
«family. Iam willing no longer to give in any large measure for palliative

reconstruction pursued by it heretofore and up to this time. bs 


: This Conference believes that it is necessary and inevitable to con. 
tinue the work initiated by the Joint Distribution Committee four vears 
ago in the field of industrial and agricultural settlement. Such work can oe 
be extended, and this Conference beheves that such necessarv political 
and moral safeguards may be accorded as will guarantee to American 
Isracl the practicable and ser iceable extension of these Aeris ities 

In addition to the work of continuing and, as far as mav be. of 
extending the work of agricultural settlement, the Joint Distribution 
Committee isstherewith empowered to continue its fruitful work of relief 
and service in the fields of war, orphan care, medical sanitation, and ar 
prevention of disease in the case of our unhappy refugee brothers, 
especially those stranded in the ports of Europe, in the field of / 
industrial aid to artusans and tradespeople, and in cultural work. 

The Conference does not call upon American Israel to undertake 
any new or untried task in the field of social amelioration and recon- 
struction. This Conference does no more than urge the. men and 
women of American Israel to face their duty with the same eagerness 
and generosity with which they made possible the high achievements of 
the Joint Distribution Committee in other rears. 

This Conference regards it as self-evident that Americyn Jewry - 
whenever called upon is prepared generously to support the work of 
Jewish resettlement in Palestine. It is persuaded that through the 
Jewish Agency and other instruments, the Jews of America will alwayr 
give adequately and generously of their strength and substance to the i 
peformance of their great and historic task. a 


Yesterday's Juewisu Wor.p, in the course of some extended references 
to the Crimean Scheme, said: 

About a quarter of a century ago, the first representative Congress of fr: 
the Jewish people since the Dispersion—the Sanhedrin called together by igs 
Napoleon L. can Ifardly be said to have been world-representative —decided 
that the Jewish trouble and the problems arising out of it could be solved 


only by a national measure. It declared. that palliatives and meliorative 


means had proved useless or worse, and the Congress therefore pledged ' 
itself to initiate an organisation which should strive for obtaining a national 
re-settlement of the Jewish people in its ancient Home. Remember, there 
had been various schemes and plans, all of which had failed, in so much 
because they were sectional schemes directed for the benefit of this or that 
other special body of Jews. Zionism descried clearly enough that the ills of . 
one section of Jewry were the ills of all—that is to say that they were not By 
specific to this or that division of our people, but arose from their general 

world position. Zionism.thus merely translated into actuality (so far as it | 

was able) or at least into modern terminology the age-long hope and aspira- ¥ 

tion which Jews had instinctively nourished as the means whereby | 
their pain was to be healed and their sorrews ended. The Jews for ages, 
instinctively, as we have said, recognised that only when his dispersion was ) 
ended and he was placed once again one of a nation amidst the natrons of t; 
the world, could there be any hope of rest for Israel, because only thus could 
the Jewish people be placed in its rightful position, free from constituting . 
an irritating and annoying anomaly vis-d-ris the rest of humanity. 

All other schemes had failed. ‘There was the eternal wandering of our 
people from country to country, their shaking the dust of one unkind land : 
from off their feet in favour of that of another land which seemed more 
hospitable and friendly.

pressure at one spot, it actually created or increased pressure at another ; 80 ig 
that, in the words of Herzl, the Jew took anti-Semitism into the countrics ia 
he went to inhabit with the pack upon his back! In such a condition, 
which we have merely sketched in rough, what opportunity was there for ag 
the Jew to give to the world the best that was in him ? What chance was eg 
there for him to formulate the culture which being Jewish would be so ag 
recognised and appreciated as the Jew’s contribution to the culture of the ate 


world at large? The Jew was the pariah, the outcast, everywhere the at 


homeless wanderer. Where he was not living in a symbiotic existence with 
the demoralising incidence of toleration, he was being pressed by moral and 
econuomic—sometimes political—circumstances, from pillar to post. Zionism 
determined to make a beginning of ending all this by instituting measures 
whereby, as we have often put it, the Jewish pyramid might stand upon its 
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ase, and no longer abnormally upon its apex, as had been the case for 
rencrations, means whereby the anomaly of the Jew should cease.

Into the history of the Zionist Movement up to 1917 there is no need 
bere to enter. It did what it could and how it could to teach, on the one 
band, the Jewish people first that it was ill, next, the cause of its illness, 
and next the only remedy available.

Stil, at that time with those who doubted the feas:b:lity or practica- 
bility of Zionism, who thought that nothing would ever occur, whereby 
Palestine would be available first for Jewish colonisation, aud subsequently 
for Jewish re-nationalism, it was at least reasonable for them to argue: we 
cannot refuse to adopt any measures of relief that comes to hand for our 
suffering brethren, even assuming that Zionism offers in theory all the 
remedy you say it does, because Zion'sm is but a mere idea which may 
never—humanly speaking—crystallise. Therefore, we feel bound to do 
something of a meliorative nature to ease the agouy of this or that section 
of the Jewish people as it occurs. Here is a man, they quite rationa ly 
argued, suffering the torments of the damued from some obscure or complex 
form of nerve trouble. The doctor tells us that if the man could only so 
micrease his material substance as to be independent of his daily work, aud 
could then reside in some genial clime, and insympathetic conditions, his 
illness would end. Well, that is all very well, we would auswer, | ut we 
cannot leave this poor wretch writhing in agony waiting for circumstances 
thit may never come to him.

That was the position (more or less)-right up to November, 1917, when 
England and subsequently the Powers of the world, altered the whole state 
of affairs. Palestine was. by the whirligig of the war, destined to come 
ander the wgis of Great Britain, and in view of that fact Jews were invited 
by Great Britain to do precisely what Zionism had prescribed, in order to 
redeem themselves of their ills. . There was an invitation, virtually from all 
the world, to Jewry to rebuild the Jewish nation.. With all superfluous and 
confusing notions set on one side, that was the plain meaning of the Balfour 
Declaration and the Mandate, and surely that altered the whole aspect of 
the Jewish question. ‘But now, with the great National work hardly begun, 
a body Of Jews in America, instigated by a body of their fellow-Jews in 
Russi, are desirous of going back to the old failure-proved methods, to draw 
off some of the evergy, some of the enthusiasm, some of the thought of Jewry 
(they cannot help doing so if they proceed with their scheme) which should 
be concentrated upon the task of renationalisation. That cannot now be 
said to be either unfeasible or impracticable, nor cannot it be denied that it 
needs every ounce of Jewish public work and labour. Under various 
alluring names and equally alluring arguments, it is proposed to apply a 
sectional remedy of a temporary meliorative character to a section of our 
people. That is the fact that has to be grasped as the precise position of 
nog Crimean Scheme, and all pleas on its behalf must be read in the light 
of it. 

It will thus be seen that Dr. Rosen and those who are supporting him 
take‘ an utterly wrong view of the situation, when théy argue that some 
plan like the Crimean ought to be put into force, because Palestine will only 
take a limited number of Jews, and that a large number—the larger 
sumber, it may be—must always remain outside its borders. This is in 
many instances the case with other peoples, and the security, the status, and 
the world-position of Jews which are the key to the Jewish situation. are 
aot going to be determined by the relative number of them inside Palestine 
and outside. If the Zionist proposition, which would apply to any other 
people similarly placed, is applicable to Jews, and if their ills arise on the 
one hand from their ariomalous status in the world, and, on the other. can 
euly be remedied by turning that anomaly into the natural ‘position which 
any people or nation should occupy, then the strength—moral or material— 
of our nation reinstated in Palestine—that, and that alone—can most 
surely be looked to to remedy, not momentarily but permanently, 
the ills of our people, including such as those from which 
the Jews in Russia so bitterly suffer. And we contend that in 
view of what has occurred since 1917, no Jews have a right to divert the 
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minds or the energies of their fellow-Jews from thé one great practical 
remedy for the Jewish problem, now at last within their grasp, particylay 
to an alternative such as the oné projected by the Crimea play. q 


Inherent Objections. 
We have written of the scheme entirely from the Jewish point of vie 

and that leaves aside many other grave considerations conceruiniy it. Thy, 
is the instability of the Soviet Government. There is the fact th»: the 
very lands which it proposes to give to Jews are lands that were filched 
from their owners daring the Revolution, and which will certain|y be again 
taken possession of in the event of the Soviet Government being ovep. 
turned. There is, too, the consideration, elequently voiced at the meet 
of the Committee, by Mr. Jacob de Haas, when he reminded it of Russis, 
history in relation to the Jews for three hundred years past. And, ahoy 
all, in our mind under this head of the question, there is the indignity. the 
lowering of the Jewish position, as Jews do when they seek to bargain with 
those who are attempting to kill the Jewish religion and every other for, 
of religious faith, by ribald mockery varied by tyrannous persecutioy. 

Whether the fifteen million dollars that are going to be raised " 
America will, if devoted to the Crimean Scheme, militate against Zionig 
financial prospects is, to our way of thinking, an entirely subsidiary anq 
comparatively insignificant matter. The point is that the whole scheme jg 
contrary to Zionist ideals, contrary to Zionist principles; which means jy 
turn that it is contrary to Jewish principles and ideals. [t must tend ty 
degrade Jews; for you cannot touch piteh without being defiled 
therewith! And it is a reversion from the fine independent-spirite 
position which, under the inspiration of Herzl, Jews determined ty 
take up a quarter of a century ago—a reversion back to reliance upon 
philanthropy and the setting of money as the crown of Jewry s Temple, 
That the initiation of the scheme starts with a resolution whch is 
(as we explained last week) a palpable make-believe and compromise, is 
another part of its none too genial aspect. It may seem hard to «ay that we 
liope the scheme will not succeed, in view of the terrible conditions it x 
sought to grapple with. But we fear that if it does, it will tend to beat out 
of the minds of Jews the idea of their re-nationalisation and to send Jewry 
back to the days when Ghettoism was its only policy and toleration its only 
hope. That is a price extravagant, ruinous, to pay for the chance of some 
possible momentary relief and at best some temporary assuageicnt of the 
agony of a mere section of our people. 


Anti-Semitism in America. 
Professor Rappard Opposes Crimean Scheme. 


Professor William E. Rappard, a member of the Permane:t Mandates 
Commission of the League of Nations, who has just left America. expresses 
the view that anti-Semitism in the United States is evident, and cannot 
escape the observation even of a casual visitor. 

“ I was indeed surprised,” Professor Rappard said, “at the many expres 
sions of violent anti-Semitic feeling encountered among cultured and highly- 
placed persons in the United-States. The main reasons for an ant: Semitic 
movement-in the United States are, I suppose, to be found in the increasing 
number and power of Jews, notably in the cities of the Eastern 
States. But, besides this, there seems to be quite a wild but fanatic belief. 
among many, even educated persons, that Bolshevism is at bottom nothing 
but a Jewish movement, having as its aim the destruction of the Christian 
population of Russia, so that room may be made for the Jews. Some even 
hint at a connection between Jews in Wall Street and the Bolshevist forees. 
Although this belief strikes me as absurd; basedon no well-established facts, 
I have nevertheless found it rather widespread in certain American circles. 
I notice from the newspapers that a plan is now being considered for the 
colonisation of Jews in Russia. Speaking as‘a disinterested outsider, it 
seems to me fortunate that there is Jewish opposition to the plan. This 
will destroy in the public mind the feeling the plan is likely to arouse, that 
there is intimate and friendly relationship between Jews and Bolshevism 
1 must confess I have not been in Russiaand do not know conditions «| first 
hand, but it seems to me that this plan is fraught with many dangers. lhe. 
Russian Government has repudiated the obligations of Russia towards other 
Governments and does not recognise the rightof private property. I therefore 
fail to see how any faithcan be placed inan agreement with the Russian Govern 
ment. According to the constitution of the League of Nations only agoverument 
can formally ask the League of Nations to take action, while Jewish groups 
have only the right to petition the League of Nations. I do not doubt that 
in @ case of emergency, such as pogroms, governments would be found whe 
would undertake to ask the League of Nations for action. But [ must 
admit that in minor matters, Jewish groups in Eastern European ow 
are placed in a rather*difficult position if they wart to move the —— 
Nations to action. Most likely, if they asked the government ofa a : 
bouring country to take such a step, they would be considered disloyal y 
the government and co-nationalists of their country. Orie Jew ish case rs 
already been brought to the attention of the League of Nations.

The 
Rabbi has pleaded guilty to the charge. It has been substantiated that Rabbi 


Yampolsky was in the service of the secret police during the whole of the - 


thirty years that he was Rabbi of Skwiry. In 1905, it appears, he betrayed 
to the police the entire local Zionist Organisation as well as the local 
“Bund” organisation. As the result of his action, many Zionists and 
Bundists suffered long terms of imprisonment, and a number of them 
were exiled to Siberia. 


The Jews of Tangiers. 
[ From a Corre sponde nt.) 


The Franco-Spanish campaign in Morocco draws attention to the 
Jewish community of Tangiers which, though not within the zone of 
operations, is within sound of the guns. Though there are traces of a very 
early Jewish settlement, the present community 1s not more than three 
yenerations old, and numbers some &,000 souls drawn from all parts of 
Morocco. Owing to their superior education and high character, the Jews 
of Tangiers wield a great influence in the life of the port. Several local 
Jews have held important posts in the diplomatic service of varrous 
European Powers. Jews have represented Great Britain and Belgium as 
consuls. and have been members of the Chancelleries of the United States, 
France, Italy, and Spain. Several famous Jewish families, such as the 
Abensurs, Bengualids, Nahons, and Toledanos, are represented ii ‘Tanciers, 
and there is active social intercourse: between the - better-class Jews and the 
European colonies. The community is efficiently organised and possesses a 
hospital, boys’ and girls’ schools with nearly 14*)) pupils, over a dozen 
synagogues, and a rabbinical seminary recently founded. The Allranc 
Israelite contributes less than 20 per cent, towards the upkeep of the schools, 
and a Joint Committee of the Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association 
pays the salary of the English Master. 

Under the recent Paris Convention three Shereefian edicts have been 
issued in regard to Jewish affairs. The first deals.with the organisation of 
the commanity, and confirms the existing system. The other two relate to 
the constitution of a tribunal having jurisdiction in civil matters affecting the 
litigants. Article 54 of the Statute decrees that three Moroccan Jews should 
represent the Jewish community on the Tangiers Legislative Assembly of 
twenty-four members. Those at present serving are Messrs. Isaac Coriat, 
Menahem Attias, and Shemtob Bengualid. One Jew (Mr. Isaac Abensur) 
also represents the British colony. He is President of the Junta or Jewish 
Communal Council. Another (Dr. Guitta) represents the Spanish element. 
The Jews of Tangiers are, on the whole, a prosperous and contented 
community,

SATISFIED WITH MANDATORIES’ WORK. 

At the meeting of the Sixth Commission of the League of Natious held 
at Geneva last week, Dr. Fridtjof Nansen reported on the working of the 
Mandates Commission and the Mandates generally. ; 

The responsibility of the League of Nations for the territories 
administered under Mandate on its behalf, he said, was one of its most 
important and significant tasks. The work of the Permanent Mandates 
Commission was developing very quickly, as all the Mandates had finally 
come. into force. The preblems confronting the Mandatory Powers, | 
Mandates Commission, and the Council, in connection with the Near Eas! 
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Mandates, were naturally much more complicated than those arising out of 
the administration of the other territories. He referred in this connection 
to the despatches concerning the situation in certain parts of Syria, and te 
the controversy which had resulted from the immigration policy in Pales- 
tine. He noted with satisfaction that the Commission had had during the 
past year the benefit of personal contact with the then High Commissioner 
for Palestine, Sir Herbert Samuel, as well as other officials directly partici- 
pating in the administration of the mandated territories. The documenta 
before the Commission proved that the Mandatory Powers were acting not 
only on the letter, but also in sympathy with the spirit of the Mandates and 
he Covenant.

From Mr. Samuel Hertz. 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHronicie. 
“it, ~Anti-Semitism in England is apparently increasing. For this 
menace 


toall Jewry a certain section of Jews is, unfortunately, in large 
measure to blame. The Jews in question are a minority of radical Socialists 
ind Communists, They have a right to hold any views they please. All 
the same, they have no right to make themselves objectionable by their 
achons, aud thus bring hatred on the whole of Jewry. 

At public meetings all over the country, when these Jews make themselves 
conspicuous by their interruptions and attempt to howl down speakers, they 
make nuisances of themselves and ‘stir up anti-Semitism. When they lend 
themselves to the forces of rowdyism they drag the name of Jew in the 
dust. Jewry is not benefited by the Jewish young men who can be seen 
every Sundgy at Hyde Park continually pestering the political speakers, and 
even interrupting and hooting at the various religious meetings. 

Perhaps these Jews do not wish to stir up anti-Semitism. This 
possibility may never enter their minds. Probably they consider that they 
ought to further their ideals in every way, and that they are justified in 
wlopting the methods of any ef their Gentile associates. But the average 
nou-Jew cannot be expected to enquire into their intentions. He judges by 
what he sees, and as a result considers that he has been mistaken in not 
hay ug believed more fully the warnings of the professional anti-Semites. 

Che political speakers concerned counter these hetklers by attacking 

ad ridiculing Jews. This only brings forth more spirited heckling ; and 
‘0 the flood-gates are opened and the speakers let loose a tide of bitter 
abuse, and incite and inflame their audiences against Jews. 

_ {tis alarming that Jewish opinion so far has remained passive towards 
this selfish minority, who, by their deliberate co-operation with professional 
‘O4-Semites, are spreading far and wide the poison of anti-Semitism.

LODGE TRANQUILLITY, NEW SOUTH WALES. 


JUBILEE ANNIVERSARY. 
By DUDLEY WRIGHT. 

The Lodge of Tranquillity, No. 115, London, is one of the most foremost 
Masonic Lodges in good works, but one of the most backward in advertise- 
ment. Its acts, or, rathera few of them, are made known three tisees each 
year at the Festivals of the Masonic institutions. but a perusal of the 
minute books would reveal “many deeds unwritten, which on angel's scroll 
appear.” Its membership is composed principally of members of the Jewish 
faith. 

[t will doubtless be of interest to members of that Locre to learn that 
“down yonder” in New South Wales, they have a namesake, which has just 
celebrated the jubilee of its foundation, and. like its olde: namesake, ts 
composed very largely of Jewish Brethren. 

In January, 1874, the Grand Lodge of Eneland granted a diapensation 
to certain Brethren in New South Wales to hold Masonic meetings, to whom 
it subsequently, on 3rd June, 1875, granted a Charter to form the Lodge of 
Tranquillity, No. 1552, with, apparently, twenty Founders. L. argl A 
Lipman were two Brethren active in the formation of the Lodge, but they, 
with the other Founders, have passed onwards to the Grand Lodge Above 
long since. To-day there are two other brothers, L. and A. Lipsin, whe 
are active members in this, the jubilee year 

In 1888 the Lodge. surrendered its Charter to the Grand Lodge of 
England, and, in substitution, was granted one by the newly-formed Grand. 
Lodge of New South Wales. Many years elapsed b fore the Lodge was 
ruled by other than a Jewish Master, but that was merely due to the fact 
that the whole of the foundation members were Jews. and for no othe: 
reason, Many non-Jews, however, were attracted to the Lodge. and were 
admitted, and they included men of the highest standing in the State. in the 
religious, professional, political and commercial life, and their presence led 
to a tacit understanding that all Lodge should be held 
alternately by Jews and Gentiles. The first Secretary, Lewis Samuels, 
held that office for thirteen years consecutively. The first Treasurer was 
J. L. Isaacs, and although he held the office on that occasion for one 
year only, he was appointed again to the same ollice ten years later, when he 
held it for three consecutive years. The first initiate of the Lodge was 
Raphael Haerdt, late of Brussels, who was initiated on the 11th March 
[875. One of the most esteemed members at the present day is Rabbi Cohen 

The Lodge has many interesting records, which the present Secretary. 
©. U. Nickless, has made more permanent in a history he has compiled, and 
which he read to the members on the occasion of the recent celebration of 
their jubilee.

MUSICAL NOTES. 

Mr. Moiseiwitsch gave a recital at Queen's Hall last week. It included 
\uumber of popular pieces, among which were the A Flat [Impromptu by 
Schubert, Mendelssohn's Rondo Capriccioso, one of Liszt's Hungarian 
thapsodies, and the B minor by Chopin. His especial gift, namely an 
extremely fluent and delicate touch, was particularly emphasised in the 
“cherzo movement of the Sonata, but this same touch was a disadvantage 
in other works, such as Liszt's Rhapsody.

Mr. Scholer is a 
pianist of considerable technical skill, but in devoting his concert entirely 
‘o one composer he set himselfan ambitious task which was in a way beyond 
him. Fine as was his dash and fire in some of the passages, the succession 
of works by a musician whose interpretation is extremely difficult to achieve 
while steering between the alternative pitfalls of over deliberateness aud 
sentimentality, was a task not too well suited to Mr. Schiéler’s art. Neverthe- 
less he erred on the right side in giving us a clean, straightforward version 
which was thoroughly enjoyable.
